Tlte  It  on  evelt  High  License  Bill. 

Dr.  Cuyler,  of  Brooklyn,  last  week 
published  a  letter  in  the  Evening  Post. 
m  which  he  says:  “In  common  with  : 
some  other  life-long  advocates  of  the 
total  suppression  of  tippling  houses.  1  | 
have  signed  a  petition  for  the  passage  of 
Mr.  Rootevelt’s  bill  for  increasing  the 
license  fees  of  all  dramshops,-  As  a  Pro¬ 
hibitionist,  1  want  to  see  the  bill  passe  1  I 
and  rigidly  enforced.”  He  gives  four  rea¬ 
sons  for  this  course,  and  in  effect,  recom¬ 
mends  the  Prohibitionists  of  this  State  to 
favor  the  passage  of  the  bill.  No  one  will 
doubt  Dr.  Chiyler’s  absolute  fidelity  to 
the  temperance  cause,  or  his  thorough 
belief  that  prohibition  is  the  best  remedy 
for  the  evils  of  intemperance.  And  yet, 
in  this  letter,  he  declares  himself  to  be  in 
favor  of  the  Roosevelt  bill,  and  says  that, 
as  a  Prohibitionist,  he  wants  “  to  see  the 
bill  passed  and  rigidly  enforced.”  Is  Dr. 
Cuyler  in  this  inconsistent  with  himself, 
in  effect  sayipg  :  “  Good  Lord  and  good 
Devil  in  the  same  breath”?  Not  at 
all.  H#  is  simply  acting  the  part  of  a 
sensible  friend  of  temperance.  The  issue 
to  be  settled  is  not  whether  prohibition 
shall  be  adopted  or  rejected,  but  vyhether 
Mr.  Roosevelt's  “high  license”  bill  shall  1 
be  adopted  of  rejected  ;  and  on  that  issue 
we  do  not  see  how  there  can  be  any  just 
grounds  for  si  difference  of  opinion  among 
the  friends  of  temporal  Ce,  no  matter 
what  they  inky  think  or  desire  in  regard 
to  prohibition'  The  bill,  if  it  becomes  a 
law.  and  is  properly  enforced,  will  be  a 
practical  power  for  good  ;  and,  it  being 
all  that  the  friends  of  temperance  can  ( 
now  reasonably  expect  to  get  from  the 
Legislature  of  this  State,  their  wise  way 
is  to  do  just  what  Dr.  Cuyler  has  done, 
rather  than  treat  the  bill  with  indiffer
